EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

An examiner's amendment to the record appears below. Sliouid the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1.312.

Allowable Subject Matter 

1. Claim 1 and 4-13 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

2. Claim 1 recites: 

The device being arranged so that the transport system (5) slides along the guide 
elements (11,12) such that during a first portion of the movement between the loading 
position and the operating position the coupled main element (6) and tray portion (7), 
starting in a vertically neutral position, execute a joint sliding action and during a second 
portion of the movement, the tray (7) portion executes an upward swivel action relative 
to the main element (6), while the main element (6) remains stationary. 
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This limitation, in combination with the limitations of the other claims, are neither 
anticipated, nor rendered obvious by any prior art of record. 

The closest reference, Sasaki (US Patent Number 4862445), discloses a tray 
that slides along the guide elements and executes a sliding and swivel action, but the 
tray does not start out vertically neutral.
